WASHINGTON, Oct. 6—()—-A 
“flight of capital’ from war-troubled 
European financial centers to the 
United States was reported today by 
the Commeice Department. 

It advanced this explanation for a 
$660,000,000 net inflow of long and 
short-term capital funds during the 
first half of 1935 and stressed also 
net gold imports of $804,000,000 at a

These three figures were termed 
“the outstunding factors in the Unit- 
ed States balunce of international 
payments” during the half-year by 
Amos E. Tayior, assistant chief of 
the departinent’s finance division and 
author of the report. 

“Financial and political disturbances 
in Europe,” Dr. Taylor said, “which 
were intermittently closely related 
during the latter part of 1934 to gold 
movements to the United States, have 
not been without similar accompani- 
ments during the period of thie review, 
as well as thrvuughout more recent 
months. 

“A substantial part of the recent 
half-year’s shift in short-term and 
long-term funds can appropriately be 
viewed as a flight of capital from Eu- 
ropean centers. 

“The net result of these movements 
was a substantial increase in the 
country’s short-term debtor position, 
while the net inflow of long-term 
funds has correspondingly diminished 


account. . . . since the early part 
of 1934 there has been a persistent 
tendency for estimated debits in the 
United States balance of international 
payments to show a substantial in- 
crease over estimated credits.”

ENGLAND SATISFIED 
WITH ITS VERDICT 


Council To Write in Name 
of Italy as Aggressor 
and Take Up Question 
of League Punishment.

GENEVA, Oct. 6—(UP)—Italy 

will be branded guilty of aggression 
against Ethiopia before the bar of 
international justice under procedure 
set in motion tonight by the League 
council’s committee of six. 

The committee, which has a role 
in the League punitive procedure sim- 
ilar to that of a grand jury, tonight 
completed a report which, in effect, 
labels Italy a wager of unprovoked 
warfare and a breaker of the Geneva 
covenant. 

.Final draft of the report, the Unit- 
ed Press was informed, fails directly 
to call Italy the aggressor but cites a 
multitude of facts which leave the 
peor alterative but to make the 
chérge officially." : 

Members of the committee were 
sworn to secrecy concerning the con- 
tents of the report, but it was learned 
Anthony Eden, of Great Britain, was 


satisfied with the result—a fact gen- 
erally interpreted as meaning the re- 
port characterizes Italy's military 
drive into Ethiopia as ‘aggression. 

The report will be submitted and 
may be accepted by the council to- 
morrow. .The council meets Monday 
to receive recommendations of the 
committee of 13 and report of the 
committee of six.

WHOLESALE SHUFFLE 
OF ARMY STAFF SEEN 


Many High Officers To Re- 
tire Soon; Promotions To 


Be Made by Craig. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—(4)-—A 
wholesale reshuffling of high ranking 
army officers was in prospect tonight 
as a result of the appointment of 
General Malin Craig as chief of staff. 

Vacancies now exist, or soon will, 
in a dozen positions to be filled by 
naming new major or brigadier gen- 
erals. General Craig is expected to be- 


gin soon the selection of the officers 


for promotion or assignment as 
branch chiefs. 

Among the important positions to be 
filled are the chief and assistant 


chief of the air corps, the inspector 


_general, the adjutant general, the com- 


mandant of the army war college and 
commanding generals for the Panama 


canal department and the fifth army 
corps area with héadquarters at Co- 


lumbus, Ohio. 

In addition, pending retirements 
create three vacancies in the 
rank of major general and three or 
four in the rank of brigadier general. 


Nine Major Generals. 

During the next year nine of the 
army’s 21 major generals will make 
way for new men, necessitating not 
only promotions from lower ranks all 
along the line, but new assignments 
which will include the command of 
the nine cofps areas. 

Craig, as chief of staff, is slated 
to recommend the men for promotion 
or assignment. to Secretary Dern and 
President Roosevelt. 

Major General Benjamin D. Fou- 
lois, chief, and Brigadier General Os- 
car Westover, assistant chief, of the 
air corps end their assignments in 
December. Foulois will retire at that 
time, but Westover remains on active 
duty and is one of those mentioned 
for appointment as chief.

PARIS, Oct. 6.—(UP)—The League 
of Nations cannot order the Suez ca- 
nal closed to Italian shipping, a group 
of French jurists reported to the Suez 
Company today. 

The Suez convention, signed by 
nine governments at Constantinople 
on October 29, 1888, provides specifi- 
cally the canal can neither be closed 
to any nation nor blockaded. This 
convention was ratified by the Ver- 
treaty, the jurists reported, 
and therefore remains in foree, 

An official statement issued today 
by the company said: 

“The caual company is a commer- 
cial firm and is, therefore, neutral. 
That neutrality is recognized in con- 
cession acts.
